fort of Representative Burton ap­ 
pears to have turned the scale at 
the last moment, when sponsors 
of the amendment were confident 
that 
they 
controlled 
enough 
votes to secure its acceptance.

erred, and in our hour

search associates” sent by industrial 
groups to work on problems of inter­ 
est to tiieir respective industries.

Industries concerned, so th at th e pub­ 
lic soon benefits from improved proc­ 
esses.

Goldy ’s moth er is about to be buried, 
th e old m an’s body comes to th e sur­ 
face, and th e old folks are buried to­ 
geth er, and sorrowfully Goldy Glory 
learns th at Love is not only th e great­ 
est th ing in th e world, but th at God 
is Love. 
Th e Pulitzer prize was founded by 
Joseph Pulitzer, once an immigrant 
boy like Edwin

and

Pupin. 
He left at h is death in 1911 a 
million dollars of wh ich th e income 
was to be used for journalistic and 
literary prizes. 
One of th ese prizes 
was awarded to Sinclair Lewis for 
h is “ Arrowsmith .”

ism and h uman understanding, Anne 
Parrish gives an illuminating picture 
of American life—entertaining, if not 
wh olly encouraging.
